WASHINGTON. UP). The senate 


authorized creation of a 
special 


committee to investigate unem- 
ployment and relief policies and to 
formulate permanent programs for 
handling- them. 


WASHINGTON. C3>>. Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Robinson of Ar- 
kansas said a chief difficulty of 
congress just now is finding "suf- 
ficient 
additional 
revenue" 
to 


finance social legislation already 
planned. 


He said that in the future he 


looked for a steady increase in 
government spending "for what we 
call social -welfare" but asserted no 
further undertaking will be sched- 
uled for this congress. 


Already, he said, there have 


been "laid out as many reforms as 
we can carry thru this session" 
and the problem has resolved itself 
into one of financing. 


The administration's farm ten- 
ancy bill was .reported to the sen- 
atee by the agriculture committee 
•with a unanimous recommenda- 
tion for its passage. 


The senate completed action on 
a resolution authorizing an inquiry 
into tax-dodging. President Roose- 
velt has asked legislative action to 
plug income tax leaks and add mil- 
lions annually to the national reve- 
nues. 


Senator Guffey (d., Pa.), asked 


the senate to bro'aden its proposed 
investigation of the mid-western 
steel strike situation to include the 
importation of "gunmen" and the 
illegal holding of machine " guns

WHEAT ESTIMATE IS 
(1,000,000 BUSHELS 


Department Forecasts De- 


crease of Five Millions 


Under May Figures. 


WASHINGTON. (UPI. The de- 


partment of agriculture forecast a 
winter wheat crop of 649,000,000 
bushels, 
a decrease 
of 5,224,000 


bushels under the May 10 estimate. 


The department's crop report- 


ing board predicted an average 
yield of 13.7 bushels per acre on 
the estimated all time record of 
47,410,000 acres to be harvested. 
The condition on June 1 was 71.5 
percent of normal. 


Thf report forecast a rye crop 


of 
46,000,000 bushels, compared 


with 25,600,000 bushels last year. 
Yield on the 4,092,000 acres to be 
harvested was estimated at an av- 
erage of 11.2 bushels per acre. 


The board reported condition of 


spring wheat at 68.7 percent of 
normal. It did not forecast pro- 
duction but the condition report 
indicated a crop of approximately

220,000,000 bushels on 
the 


000,000 acres seeded. 


It present expectations material- 


ize wheat farmers will harvest the 
largest crop this year since 1931. 
If prices are maintained, as agri- 
culture officials predict, the value 
of the crop will probably exceed 
$1,000,000,000 for the first time 
since 1927. 


Tho board forecast a peach crop 


of 66,10C,000 bushels and a pear 
crop of 31,500,000 bushels.

STONY BROOK, N. Y. (UP). With a ransom note 'and 


a blood-stained hatchet as clues, federal agents and state and 
local police bottled tip all roads leading from Long Island 
in the search for the kidnapers of Mrs. Alice McDonnell Par- 
sons, 38, socially prominent heiress and kin to several wealthy 
families. 


The scores of investigators assigned to the case worked on 


the theory that the kidnapers who took Mrs. Parsons from her 
11-aere estate in this exclusive section before noon "Wednesday 
still were somewhere on the island. 


The ransom note, printed with 
pencil on ruled paper, was found 
Wednesday night tucked into the 
upholstery of Mrs. Parsons' car 
in the graveled yard behind the 
white colonial type house. It read: 


"Bill Parsons: I have your wife. 
Bring $25,000 to the Jamaica bus 
terminal within 24 hours. My sian 
•will meet you and call you by 
name. Do not bring any cops. If 
you do Alice will never speak to 
you again." 


The blood stained hatchet was 


found in the basement of the pre- 
tentious home in which Mrs. Par- 
sons lived with her husband, Wil- 
liam H. Parsons, heir to a paper 
fortune. 


Altho it was believed the stains 
might have been made by Par- 
sons in killing squabs raised on 
his estate, the hatchet was turned 
over to chemists for analysis.

The interesting 
part of the survey is that 84 cars 
which were parked in these 27 
blocks at 8 o'clock still remained 
in the same blocks when the 11 
o'clock check was made, -while 
33 automobiles remained essenti- 
ally in their same positions dur- 
ing the entire morning in the im- 
mediate 
vicinity of where 
the 


study -was under way. 
In other words, 117 cars oc- 


cupied select parking stalls in the

As the bal- 
ance sheet of the Royal High- 
landers is set up by the depart- 
ment, after setting- up • these re- 
serves, there remains 51,760,000 of 
unassigned surplus.

meanwhile you will have ample opportunity 
to arrange your budget, appointments and 
other arrangements for the future car* of 
tha office. 
Among the many reasons for my decision 
in this matter are the pressure of private 
business and my inability, -with due respect 
to the ethics of the profession and the 
office, to accept considerable valuable pro- 
fessional employment which has been ten- 
dered me contingent upon my being able 
to give the same proper time and care. 
I have found that the work of the city 
attorney's office is always arduous, and 
at times very difficult. 
This is true not 
only from the standpoint of the legal skill 
required, but also due to the fact that 
the success of this office in a large measure 
depends upon the firm, yet diplomatic 
treatment with which the constant con- 
flicts between the city government and its 
citizens must be handJed. During my term 
of office I have given unstintingly of my 
time and such little ability as I may have 
possessed, to the end that the general 
•welfare of the community might "be first 
served, and I am willing to stand squarely 
upon the record made. 
I wish to publicly express my apprecia- 
tion of the woncjerful co-operation and 
support that has been given me during 
the past two years by Mayor Bryan' and.

The case was tried once but a 


juror was withdrawn. It was tried 
again and both sides moved for 
directed verdict. In 1914 there were 
purported proceedings to revive 
the dormant judgment and again 
in 1920, 1925 and 1935, according 
to defense counsel. John VanBurg, 
original 
payee, died leaving a 


number of heirs who became plain- 
tiff. Several of the newer parties 
plaintiff have since died. 


There once was a directed ver- 


dict in the case on trial in district 
court with the latter .granting mo- 
tion for new trial. R. J. Greene, 
long since deceased, was originally 
the attorney for both parties.

Jiis influence with the state gov- 
ernments, has set out to encour- 
age the unionization of labor irre- 
spective of the desires of individual 
Workingmen. 


There is no question here any 


more but that the entire federal 
xnachinery has been placed at the 
disposal of the C. I. O. and that 
every government agency is hesi- 
tant to take any action 
which 


might offend the C. I. O., even tho 
this might be at the same time 
B. denial of justice to other groups 
of citizens. 


Mk^M.The age-old right to work, which 
^ 
Has remained a fundamental lib- 
erty of the citizen from the very 
beginning of the republic, now has 
J>een set aside by the assumption 
Of an unlimited' right on the part 
of other 
workmen not only to 
strike, but to use any means they 
Choose in preventing fellow-work- 
men from continuing in employ- 
ment. 


The steel strikes in Ohio and 
Michigan plants, with 
their at- 


tendant riots that have occurred 
in the last week have clearly out- 
lined that picketing, which has 
hitherto been confined to peaceful 
means, now is characterized by 
armed intervention. 


Whether 
the employers 
•with 
their arsenals and strike-breakers, 
or the employes' groups, with their 
imported strong arm men, nave 
had sufficient provocation, the fact 
remains that the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons or the brandishing 
of fire arms or weapons of any 
kind by labor pickets or by guards 
for employer groups reflects on the 
capacity of the local authorities 
to maintain law an.1 order, 


Left for Statet. 


For the last four years, the op- 


ponents of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration have insisted that states', 
rights should not be abolished in 
favor of a centralized government. 
iToday, the administration is indif- 
ferent to the local disturbances, 
taking the position that this is 
•omething for the states to handle. 


Insofar as the preservation of 


order is a local matter, the admin- 
istration is right, but there have 
fceen in the last fortnight many 


^instances 
of direct interference 
^^•with the stream of interstate com- 
J| 
merce and the use of physical vio- 
lence to prevent 
shipments 
of 


lgx>ods destined for interstate com- 
merce. 


There is every reason to believe 
that the president has from the 
(beginning believed that the vio- 
lence would be short lived and that 
the situation would mend itself, 


e has relied on the labor leaders 


',Jiot to allow matters to get out of 
hand. 
But the interruptions in 


the electric light and power plants 
tn Saginaw and Flint show that, 
'Notwithstanding the protests of 
John Lewis himself, the sabotage 
has continued. 


To what may this be attributed ?

(Murphy's handling of the sitdown 
atfike in General Motors has been 
taken to mean that the sky is the 
limit for the labor union activi- 


the Roosevelt party and with the 
moral power of the president of 
the United States more far-reach- 
ing with the people than it ever 
has been, the failure of Mr. Roose- 
velt 
to denounce illegal strike 


methods by employers and em- 
ployes, sitdown tactics, the firing 
on airplanes and the interference 
with the mails, are- all part of a 
gradual development of a state of 
anarchy in the middle west. 


Is the federal government wait- 


ing for some ghastly event to turn 
the tide of public opinion toward 
rigid regulation of employer-em- 
ploye relations? 
Is the drifting 


process part of a policy of condon- 
ing confusion on the ground that 
it is an inevitble counterpart of 
labor warfare, but really accepting 
it as a basis for a one-man dicta- 
torship over capital and labor? 


The silence of the white house 


in the face of the worst breakdown 
of civil authority in 50 years is cer- 
tainly not being explained by the 
customary spokesman. Only the 
president himself evidently knows 
why the conditions of disorder are 
permitted 
to continue when he 


himself, by a. word to the gover- 
nors and to his own national labor 
relations board to be fair to both 
sides, could end the strife over- 
night. • 


For If the right to work has 


been permanently abolished and no 
protection is to be given workmen 
who refuse to join a union they do 
not want, then the true labor situa-

Replies to Suit of Stockhold- 


ers of Firm Benefiting 


by RFC Loan.

"Dawes ioan" was recounted pub- 
licly for the first time in a legal 
document 
on 
file 
in 
superior 


court. 
Dawes disclosed his participa- 


tion in the 1932 Chicago banking 
crisis in an answer to a suit in- 
stituted by stockholders of the 
Central Republic Bank and Trust 
company, recipient of the loan 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation. 


The stockholders sought $8,000,- 


000 from Dawes, chairman of the 
City National Bank 
and Trust 


company, and from the Republic 
Bank and its receiver. They con- 
tended that amount 
represented 


the "fair and reasonable value" 
of the banking business of the 
Republic Trust at the time it was 
taken over by City National in 
1932. 


Dawes declared in the answer 


he was not an officer of Central 
Republic when he resigned as 
chairman of the RFC June 15, 
1932; that he considered it a 
"moral duty" to aid the Institution 
which had become known as the 
"Dawes bank" because of his hon- 
orary chairmanship of the board. 


The banker 
declared 
further 
that on June 26, 1932 he recom- 
mended 
immediate closing and 


liquidation of the institution and 
was persuaded to seek aid from 
the RFC only at the insistence of 
colleagues. 


He said he expected full repay- 


ment of the $90,000,000 principal 
t» the RFC but that liquidation 
of remaining: assets plus a "rea- 
sonable recovery" on the $14,000,- 
000 
stockholders' 
assessment 


would not cover interest charges. 
The RFC has been repaid 558,- 
000,000. 


Dawea expressed the belief that 


no one subscribed for City Na- 
tional stock "except with the pri- 
mary purpose in mind of saving 
a disastrous situation." 


Before *>City National was or- 


ganized to take over Republic's 
deposits, he said, other Chicago 
banks were unwilling to accept 


the* institution's business and de- 
posit liabilities. 


"Far 
from being desirable in 


those days," he said, "banking de- 
posits were considered in the only 
available market as a dangerous 
liability."

aged the masses to believe that the 
courts are neither fair nor equi- 
table. If, therefore, the strikers, 
many of whom are not American 
citizens, but aliens, are led to be- 
lieve that they need not pay any 
more respect to the courts than 
does the president of the United 
IStates, a crisis 
necessarily de- 


velops in which aggrieved citizens 
feel the necessity of taking the 
law into their own hands. 


The spectacle of a big steel com- 


pany begging for protection for its 
workmen, who fear the coercion 
and threats of union organizers, is 
not a healthy one and the irony of 
It all was that the Wagner labor 
relations act was to have brought 
an end to strikes, or at least to 
have curtailed their number and 
scope. 
Today strikes are more 


extensive than they have been in 
a long while and are characterized 
by violence not unlike that which 
has frequently occurred in past 
history.

entire consolidated income, (be- 
fore taxes and dividends on the 
corporation's preferred stock) was 
for taxes in the amount of $15,- 
973,520.01 to various local, state 
and national governmental agen- 
cies, says a report just issued by 
the Commonwealth & Southern 
corporation. This corporation ren- 
ders public utility service in 11 
states to 3,400 communities. Be- 
cause of its location it has had to 
bear the brunt of the fight made 
on utilities by the government 
owned TVA. 


The company announces that on 


the basis of the 1936 results of its 
operation and the necessity for 
carrying the government burden, 
the properties and business are, in 
effect, dedicated to the public use 
one year in every two years. In 
other words.Othe government gets 
one-half of the entire income of 
the property. Six months in every 
year it works for the federal 
treasury. The company has been 
made a tax gatherer for the gov- 
ernment. 
Making the task more 


difficult is the fact that it is in 
direct competition with a govern- 
ment financed corporation ^hat is 
warring for business. 
The tax 


that the Commonwealth pays to 
government is collected from its 
patrons. 
The corporation is a 


"regulated" concern, while its 
chief competitor for business is 
regulated only in so. far as it is 
financed by the government and 
managed by appointees of the gov- 
ernment 


The government there goes into 


direct competition with private 
business and starts from scratch 
with the advantage of not having 
the tax burden to carry. 


The Commonwealth & Southern 


corporation, however, is not done 
with taxes when it reports that 
half of its income is taken for that 
purpose. 
Interest and dividends 


paid to its bond .and- stockholders 
are also subject to' taxation, as 


•ell as the wages and salaries 
aid its employes. 
The taxes paid by the Common- 


wealth. & Southern are collected 
from its patrons, thru higher rates. 
The taxes necessary for the sub- 
idization of the TVA come from 
the country at large, but they must 


e paid. In fact some of the taxes 
ollected from the private cor- 
ioration are used to subsidize the 


TVA, 
its competitor. In the face

THE DOOM OF DANZIG. 


One of the few provisions of the 


treaty of Versailles which still 
remains in effect is thai which es- 
tablished the city of Danzig on the 
Baltic as a free city. The city, its 
fine harbor and 754 square miles 
of surrounding territory, has since 
1919 existed as a free and inde- 
pendent city, a county in itself. 


The city is an old one and has 


be.»n more or less free and inde- 
pendent for centuries. If first ap- 
pears in history- about the year 
997 and in 1358 it joined the Han- 
seatic league and soon became one 
of the most important of mediae- 
val commercial centers. 
A cen- 


tury later it placed itself under 
Poland's protection. When Poland 
was divided in 1793 the city was 
awarded to Prussia but again be- 
came a free city under a French" 
governor in 1807, only to go once 
more to Prussia in 1814. 
The 


treaty of Versailles again estab- 
lished the freedom of Danzig. 


On Wednesday Chancellor Hit- 


ler announced that Danzig will be 
taken over by the Germans. He 
points out that the ' nazis 
have 


managed to obtain a majority in 
the city parliament and virtual an- 
nexation will come soon. 


Hitler made quite a ceremonial 


of his speech. He spok« of the 
crusades of the Teutonic knights 
of centuries-ago and built up_the 
illusion of nazis again J-.eing the 
knights of that part of the coun- 
try, 
glorious and valiant 
cru- 


saders. 


The dcorti of Danzig has long 


been impending-. The city has been 
the object of German attention for 
many months. Hitler has indicated 
before that he coveted the city. 
Now he has announced a deter- 
mination to take it over soon. 


The annexation of Danzig: wipes 


out one of the few clauses of the 
Versailles treaty that remain ef- 
fective less than 20 years after the 
signing- of that treaty. 
It also 


means that Poland will be much 
more restless and resentful against 
Germany than it has been hereto- 
fore since Danzig is situated at 
the northern end of the Polish

FOOTNOTES. 


Last fall, just before the election, 
the president called a power con- 
ference at Washington to discuss 
the matters at issue between TVA 
and the private utility companies, 
observes the Minneapolis Journal.

broken up without a truce. Now 
comes the president with a state- 
ment which is a variation of Sen- 
ator Norris' and which is quite 
as misleading. But this time it is 
the supreme court that is conveni- 
ently selected for the chastisement 
The court, Mr. Roosevelt told re- 
porters on Friday, had delayed the 
program of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority when it refused to over- 
rule an order by the circuit cour 
remanding to the district cour 
for trial the case of the Tennessee 
Electric 
Power 
company 
and 
18 others versus the TVA. 


The plain truth of the matter is 
that the delay in this suit has been

Whenever an effort is made t

Dr. Clelia Duel Moaner, for 
many years medical adviser to 
women in Stanford university, has 
brought relief to thousands of 
women and girls who suffered 
from various effects of pelvic con- 
gestion, especially painfu' exces- 
sive or irregular menstruation, by 
prescribing- a simple belly breath- 
ing exercise. 
Dr. Samuel Delano, chest spe- 
cialist, advocated a belly breath- 
Ing exercise with the mouth open, 
one half dozen breaths six times 
daily in cases of asthma,

physema and chronic bronchitis. 
Dr. Therpn W. Kilmer, New 
York physician, introduced in 1907

This Kilmer 
belt has proved valuable for pa- 
tients with whooping cough—pro- 
tects against 
hernia, 
prevents 
vomiting, lessens severity and fre- 
quency of paroxysms. 
Drs. J. Meakins and R. V. 
Christie of Montreal, suggested a 
belly binder of the same kind as a 
relief for the distress that accom- 
panies the ineffectual coughing of 
emphysema 
and 
chronic bron- 
chitis. Emphysema means weak- 
ening, atrophy and overstretching 
or ballooning of the air cells in 
the lungs—loss of elasticity. One 
with emphysema wheezes more or 
less constantly and especially oh 
exertion; 
one 
with 
asthma 
wheezes only when an asthmatic 
seizure is on.

Britain advanced 
her claim a to territorial

ereignty in the Antarctic, seeking 
eventual domination of the south 
e-n polar wastes where the United 
States, too, has staked out an ice 
bound domain. 
Antarctic — the 
world's "lost continent"—is be- 
lieved 
to 
contain vast hidden 
wealth in raw materials, including 
coal, but still retains it despite the 
years of exploratory study. 
In a surprise move, the imperial 
conference now meeting in London 
adopted the report of a little pub- 
licized polar committee to inaugu- 
rate the extension of the British 
empire at the pole. The report, 
brought before the empire "fam- 
ily," includes recommendations for 
dealing with any future territorial 
problems. 
• Sessions of the 
empire repre- 
sentatives are closed, but British 
sources described the polar com- 
mittee's report as "a highly im- 
portant document 
dealing with 
territorial rights." 


The move toward territorial ex- 
pansion at the south pole was 
pushed by Australia and New Zea- 
land. Both of these empire mem- 
bers are vitally interested in Ant- 
arctica's future as a result of their 
geographical proximity.

SCHOOL SPEAKERS 


POINT TO NEW FIELDS 


Say Opportunity to Explore 


Frontiers Is Open to 


Those Who Seek. 


Gertrude McArthur and Calvin 
D. Rollins, senior speakers at 
Lincoln high schol commencement 
exercises Wednesday night, called 
upon their fellow members of the 
graduating class to be pioneers in 
exploring new frontiers in the 
fields of science and social adjust- 
ment and at the same time to con- 
scrve gains of past pioneers by 
supporting- public education as a 
bulwark of democracy. 


The speakers addressed a gath- 
ering that filled to capacity St. 
Paul Methodist church, where at 
the close of the program W. A. 
Robbins of the board of education 
awarded diplomas to the 549 grad- 
uates 
"Perhaps every young person 
has felt that he was born about 
a hurdred and fifty years too'late; 
for he has probably wished he 
could have lived in the time when 
hardy pioneers went in prairie 
schooners across the great rolling 
plains and homesteaded on pieces 
of land which they would develop, 
cultivate and finally see flourish- 
ing as large farms," Miss Mc- 
Arthur observed in introducing her 
subject, "New Frontiers." 
"Today all that is past; no 
longer are there Louisiana terri- 
tories or Californias to be ex- 
plored, conquered and developed. 
But there are frontiers which are 
less tangible than those of years 
ago. These will have to be con- 
quered by man's mental powers," 
she said. 


Paints Prospects. 


The 
youthful 
speaker 
then 
painted in sweeping outline some 
of the prospects which the develop- 
ing civilization of the last century 
has opened for modern pioneer*— 
exhilarating possibilities for the 
advancement, in the realm of rci- 
enee, of television, medicine and 
conservation of natural resources, 
and for the solution, in the field 
of social relations, of problems of 
war, crime and economic malad- 
justment. 
Perfection of television is an 
achievement for a real pioneer 
physicist, she said. 
The lack of 
real cures for cance'r and other 
deadly ills, the existence of child- 
hood diseases and the presence in 
insane asylums of hundreds of 
mentally deranged offer a constant 
challenge to medical science. 
"In spite of the scientific prog- 
ress which has been made, man 
has not yet learned to control the 
elements, as the recent floods tes- 
tify," Miss McArthur 
continued, 
declaring that insect depredations, 
denudation of the countryside and 
constant diminution of coal and, 
oil supples offer vast "Louisiana 
territories" for adventurous mod- 
ern youth to conquer." 


Must Solve War. 


On the social side the speaker 
had several suggestions to offer 
for those who seek new frontiers. 
Some solution must be found for 
the problem of war, for which we 
are now spending, directly and in- 
directly, far more than 
on all 
other branches of civil govern-- 
ment combined, she pointed out. 
On crime she said: "Perhaps if 
all the money which crime costs 
the taxpayers annually were to bs 
used to establish more recreational 
centers, 
public playgrounds, li- 
braries and schools and to pay 
more social workers this condi- 
tion might be overcome, instead 
of bringing up a group of crim- 
inals we will be raising good re- 
spectable citizens to run our coun- 
try in years to come." 
For the conflict between capital 
and labor Miss McArthur had no 
ready panacea, rather hope that 
there be devised "some method for 
taking care of all the people," to 
remedy a situation where "a great 
many 
people have 
practically 
nothing while the capitalist has 
more more money than he and his 
family can use in a. lifetime." 


Pioneer Way Not Easy. 


"The 
way of the pioneer has 
never been easy," she concluded. 
"It calls for patience, courage m 
the face of defeats and intelli- 
gence 
to learn from those same 
reverses. There is unlimited scope 
for the professional men of to- 
morrow—curing diseases which to- 
day are incurable, solving puzzles 
of science and chemistry, untang- 
ling snarls in our economic anJ 
social life " 
Calvin Rollins chose to discuss 


hard into the corner by relentless 
minorities and insidious forces. 
When we ob'serve the unrest of la- 
bor and the instability of public 
opinion, we see the possibility of a 
strong man arising: here as in Rus- 


I sia, Italy or Germany—a possibil- 
' ity that we may lose our s«lf rule," 
he warned. 


Weaknec* of Democracy. 


The first weakness of democracy 
which must be guarded against is 
that of vulnerability to propa- 
ganda, a weakness arising from, 
the democratic guarantee of free- 
dom of expression, Rollins pointed 
out. Public schools here can be of 
aid by "straight thinking" voters 
who will not be misled by untruths 
or dangerous half-truths, he said, 
adding "the whole problem of 
propaganda would take care of it- 
self if education were effective 
enough hi its program." 
A more serious threat now pre- 
senting itself is one created by 
unemployment and economic in- 
security, he continued, viewing 
with alarm the reliance of the 
common man upon the government 
for a living. 
"Merely because a free govern- 
ment allows economic injustices 
to exist is no indication that we 
cannot legislate in a democratic 
way to correct those injustices by 
guaranteeing to each man 
his 
right to labor and to keep what 
is rightfully 
his. The problem 
here is one of instituting change 
and reform without slipping into 
revolution. In too many countries 
the reforms had been held back 
by prejudice and ignorance until 
it was too late to make peaceful 
change, and the increasing dis- 
content became an upheaval. 
In 
America it is claimed that 'it can't 
happen here' because we 
have 
been so accustomed to democracy, 
but the very easiness of such an 
attitude is dangerous because it 
tends to overlook and ignore the 
cause of the present discontent." 
All that is required is rational 
action and caution in the adoption 
of reforms without losing grip on 
rights and fundamental principles, 
a requirement to which education 
can adapt itself, he said. 


Indifference a Danger. 


The third danger against which 
public education can be a protec- 
tion is that of public Indifference 
to civil rights and duties of citizen-

expecting too much. If we are to 
continue as a democracy we must 
pay what it costs.

LIQUOR LICENSES OF 


SCHUYLERSUSPENDED 


State Commission Agents Get 


Evidence—Lax Enforce- 


ment Blamed. 


Law enforcement campaign by 
the state liquor commission at 
Schuyler resulted Wednesday af- 
ternoon in a hearing and judgment 
of suspension of four beer and 
liquor licenses. Lax local enforce- 
ment of the liquor law -was at- 
tributed by two of the licensees as 
the cause of their admitted viola- 
tions, the sale of beer and hard 
liquors on Sundays and 
after 
hours. The commission's judgment 
was that four licenses should be 
suspended 15 days beginning et 
midnight Thursday. 
"Everybody was doing it, and a 
fellow had to do the same or he 
was not in it," said one licensee. 
Three agents of' the commission 
obtained evidence •which local of- 
ficers had been unable to obtain, 
and they "got their evidence in an 
efficient and clean manner," said 
Couty Attorney Floyd J. Pospishil, 
who profited by it and who filed 
prosecutior and got convictions in 
court before a jury, althp he ap- 
peared before the commission to 
ask the commission not to suspend 
the licenses of two whom he had 
convicted in county court of being 
guilty of unlawful sales thru their 
bartenders. 
Chairman McEachen 
pro- 
nounced judgment of the commis- 
sion at the close of a hsaring. The 
city had no representative at the 
hearing. The licensees suspended 
for 15 days are: O. C. Hardy, beer 
outside; W. J. Gregor, beer outside; 
Frank J. Higgins, and Edward 
Suchy, each holding a license in 
town for the sale of beer and hard 
liquor 
by 
drink 
or 
package. 
Twenty licensees are operating in 
Schuyler, a town of 2,800 popula- 
tion, the commission said. 
Higgins and Suchy each had 
employes charged with 
selling 
liquor on Sunday, the employes 
being fined $100 each in county 
court. Higgins said He had paid 
the fine. 
Both were admonished 
by the commission that they were 
responsible for acts of their agents 
snd that they must be fully re- 
sponsible for operation of their 
places. 
County Attorney Pospishil said 
Higgins and Suchy were friends 
of his and he had disliked to prose- 
cute them, that local officers ap- 
peared unable to get sufficient 
evidence, but the state commis- 
sion had furnished evidence in a 
clean manner and a jury believed 
the agents were 'telling the truth 
and there had been no trouble in 
getting conviction, but under the 
circumstances he did not believe 
the commission should suspend the 
licenses as the holders had learned 
a lesson and would obey the law 
hereafter. 
The county attorney 
said a new sheriff is in office anc 
law enforcement will be stricter. 
Dick Regan of Columbus, mem- 
ber of the legislature, was present 
and told the commission he had 


known Higgins and his father and 
he believed there never had been 
such "a bunch of clean young men 
ifi the liquor business" and the 
licensees on the carpet. "They have 
learned a lesson," he said, "and 
if they haven't they never will in 
a thousand years, and if they do 
not obey the law in the future 
I would bar them forever and a 
day. I voted for the liquor law two 
years ago in the legislature and 
I did not know what was in it 
and I doubt if many know to this 
day what it contains. Lax local 
enforcement is surely responsible 
for their being here today." 


Higgins presented letters from 
the county sheriff and the com- 
mercial club. Suchy gave the com- 
mission a letter on his behalf 
signed by the new county sheriff, 
Ernest E. DeBower, Chief of Po- 
lice Stanley J. Ondrocek, City 
Clerk George F. ' McKinzie, all 
vouching for his honesty, the let- 
ters stating that they had never 
heard -of any complaint against 
him "by local people." 


Theo Osterman, new. member 
the commission looked over the 
letters and said: "It seems strange 
that the evidence shows that 
everybody was violating the law 
and that some have been fined in 
ourt of law violation, but thai 
hese officials appear to know 
nothing about law violations." 
W. W. Carmichael and Chair 
man McEachen both questioned 
Higgins and Suchy and obtained 
rom. them statements that the 
witnesses attributed their own vio 
ation to lax local enforcement."

The hair should 
b« brushed and neatly combed, ans 
the hands and face of the patienl 
washed in the morning, evening ana 
always after meals. If the doctoi 
thinks it proper, a daily bath shoulc 
not be overlooked. If bathing ii 
prohibited, cleanliness can be main- 
tained by sponging with alcohol 01 
tepid water. 


Room 


After a patient has completely 


recovered, the room should be thor- 
oughly cleansed and aired. Expo- 
sure to sunlight and the use of ade- 
quate soap and water takes the 
place of the old-fashioned "fumiga- 
tion" 
The bed sheets and linen 


should be boiled. 


If the mattress has been pro- 


tected during the sickness by a rub- 
ber sheet, it need not be discarded. 
The surface of the mattress can be 
brushed with thick soap suds, 
mopped with absorbent cloths, and 
then thoroughly aired in the sun. 
The floors, woodwork, windows, win- 
dow sills and other surfaces should 
be carefully scoured. After this has 
been done, you can be assured that 
the room will be free of germ; and 
ready for its usual purpose.

accidental breakdown in her par- 
liamentary system.

numerous political parties in the 
country, but, speaking generally, 
the people were divided into two

royalists and the Venizelist repub- 
licans, with a handful of com- 
munists holding 
the balance of 


power in the legislative branch. 
Faced by depression, destitution 


and unemployment, coupled with 
paralysis of the government arm, 
the Venizelists joined the royalists 
in an invitation to King George to 
assume legal authority. The king, 
before consenting, insisted upon a 
plebiscite to determine the popular 
will. This was held and resulted 
in an overwhelming vote in favor 
of restoring the monarchy. 
That there was a great deal of 
ballot box stuffing in the plebis- 
cite is admitted, but there can be 
no doubt that the king came back 
with the support of the great ma- 
jority 
of the 
people. 
He 
had 
agreed to be king of all the people 
Under a constitutional monarchy, 
and his first act was to grant 
amnesty to all political prisoners, 
turning 
loose many 
Venizelists 


who had been imprisoned when the 
latest revolution, which had been 
supported by Eleutherios Venizelos 
collapsed. This outraged many of 
the royalists, and a subsequent 
election resulted in so evenly di- 
vided an election that four or five 
communist 
members 
held 
the 


balance of power. 
For about a year, King George 


sought creation of a truly nation- 
alist government, with all major 
p a r t i e s 
represented. 
Political 


causes 
produced a 
continuous 


stalemate. No responsible cabinet 
could be found which would com- 
mand a majority of the legislature. 
Having failed to establish a consti- 
tutional form of government, the 
king was forced to adopt strong 
measures to fend off chaos. 
Either willingly or not, he called 


upon Gen. Metaxas to assume au- 
thority and govern the country by 
arbitrary decrees. 
This was n&t 
easy. Politics and government are 
subjects which the average Greek 
talks at his coffee house continu- 
ously. For those obstreperous in- 
dividuals who opposed the dictator, 
liberal doses of castor oil were 
provided; if this did not suffice, the 
"ice" treatmeij£ was resorted to; 
finally, there was banishment to 
island prison camps.

pumps 


which discharge thru a common 30 
inch cast iron force main into the 
ron and manganese removal plant 
which is located at Ashland. After 
treatment the water is lifted into a 
storage or equalizing 
reservoir 


which has a capacity of 3 million 
gallons and is finally pumped to 
Lincoln thru a 26 mile line of 36 
.nch pipe. 
In view of the fact that the 
water department of Lincoln has 
for 40 years or more been operat- 
ing under a water rate with max- 
imum of 15 cents per thousand 
_allons which does not produce 
sufficient revenue to cover the cost 
of 
softening in addition to 
the 


fixed charge involved in the new 
Ashland 
supply, it was decided 
that the plant be designed only 
for the removal of iron and man- 
ganese for the present but that it 
be capable of conversion into a 
complete water softening plant by 
the installation of the necessary 
chemical feeding equipment. 
The treatment process of the 


Lincoln plant includes prechlorina- 
tion, aeration, chlorination, con- 
tact 
filtration, 
sedimentation, 


rapid sand filtration. 
The vari- 


ous processes were explained by 
aid of charts.and drfawings. The 
entire plan was constructed and 
equipped for a. total of $225,000. 
At the present time 35 percent of 
the raw water manganese is be- 
ing removed in the contact filters, 
15 percent in the settling basin 
and 45 percent in the final sand 
filters, 
giving a total removal 


of 95 percent.

est act of vengeance achieved on 
this planet since the 
count of 


Monte Cristo retired his enemies 
in order, Circa 1830. 


Dizzy gave up three hits and 
one unearned run. He mowed 
down the Giants like a. scythe de- 
fending its young. To make every- 
thing sweeter for those who vote 
the straight St. Louis ticket, the 
Cardinals mistook the great Hub- 
bell for an unidentif-'ed busher, 
and hammered him bowlegged. 
Mr. Dean had a hit. a walk, and 


two sacrifices in five trips to the 
plate. 
And while he gambolled 


around the ball park like a year- 
ling colt, Mr. Ford C. Frick, the 
great disciplinarian, -was watch- 
ing the game and reserving com- 
ment. I don't imagine it made Diz 
feel any worse to know that his 
favorite public official was there 
on the premises. 


Their Ninth Meeting. 


This was the ninth time that 
Dean and Hubbell had met as 
starting pitchers in the course of 
their respective careers, and the 
fourth victory for Dizzy, against 
five for Hubbell. Here is the chart 
of their rivalry, with dates and 
winners:

Faces Hostile Crowd. 


Whatever may happen to him-in 
succeeding days this season, credit 
must be given to Dean for the 
game he pitched Wednesday before 
a hqstile throng which hoped to 
see Dizzy get his ears pinned back. 
Before the game he was silent and 
morose. 
His pitching teammate. 


Bob Weiland, was so surprised by 
Dizzy's attitude he inquired: 
"Whatsa matter Diz, are you 
scairt?" 


Dizzy blinked his eyes, and' re- 


plied sharply: "I ain't scairt^-of 
nothing." 


Least of all was he "scairt" of 
the Giants or Hubbell. Dean took 
his razzing and pitched with heart 
and arm. and no monkeyshines. 
The only thing to mar Dean's great 
triumph was the Giants' thrilling:

Thursday was a busy day in su- 
preme court for W. A. Ehlers, 
Omaha attorney. In one case he 
appeared as applicant for a writ 
of habeas corpus that would re- 
lieve him from the necessity of 
obeying an order of Notary Public 
Brown that he be committed to 
jail for contempt of court because 
he had refused to answer ques- 
tions put to him by the latter. A 
finance company claimed that as 
attorney for a man from whom 
the latter was seeking repossession 
of an automobile he knew where 
the machine was. He refused to 
say, claiming that as an attorney 
he could not be compelled to re- 
veal the secrets of a client.

Ehlers said that the order of com- 
mitment was defective because the 
notary had never ordered .Mm to 
answer, under which circumstances 
he might have replied, and that 
he never made any finding of guilt 
as being in contempt. 


In the other case Ehlers ap- 
pealed from a decision of the dis- 
trict court of Thomas county re- 
fusing to permit him to intervene 
in a settlement of an estate in 
order to determine the amount 
due him as attorney for Oliver G. 
Alexander, one of the parties to 
the suit. Alexander had employed 
Ehlers back in 1932 to contest his 
father's will. 
If Alexander, had 


succeeded he would have come 
into possession of an estate of 
$40,000. He lost finally in supreme 
court. 
Other proceedings 'were 


had, 
but the heirs finally reached 
a settlement. Ehlers was not con- 
sulted or paid. He had a contract 
for half of what was recovered in 
the will contest. The other heirs 
say he did not give them notice 
of his lien.

ism of the United States," Emery 
urged that congress drop the bill 
and enact instead the Whecler- 
Johnson-Clark-Barkley child labor 
bill, reported favorably to the 
senate last •week by the -inter- 
state commerce committee.
